“We reconstitute as much 
vaccine as we think we’re 
going to need, but some¬ 
times our numbers are a 
wee bit off,” said Ameeta 
Mathur, manager of the vac¬ 
cine program for Toronto 
Public Health.

She said it can’t be put 
back in the vial nor can 
they use syringes the next 
day because of the lack of 
data on the vaccine’s stabili¬ 
ty.

Some health authorities 
across the country have 
tossed out hundreds of 
doses of the swine flu vac¬ 
cine because of miscalcu¬ 
lations over how many of 
the time-sensitive dosages 
are needed at community 
clinics. 

Officials at some of the 
larger health districts, in¬ 
cluding Toronto and Hali¬ 
fax, say they have thrown 
out about one per cent of 
the total vaccine they’ve ad¬ 
ministered because of the 
dosages’ 24-hour shelf life. 

In Nova Scotia, health 
workers in the province’s 
largest district have thrown 
out about 80 doses because 
they have been unable to 
get them into arms before 
the vaccine hits the 24-hour 
expiiy mark. 

John Gillis, spokesman 
for the Capital District 
Health Authority, said they 
are trying to avoid discard¬ 
ing doses by shuttling them 
to other clinics. But they are 
basing what they need in 
the run of a day from what 
they’ve seen previously and 
sometimes get it wrong. 

“They can’t be exactly 
right,” he said. “They reach

Enough is enough. 

That was the message de¬ 
livered loud and clear by 
about 150 people who 
braved the soggy weather 
in North Preston yesterday 
afternoon to protest a re¬ 
cent surge in gun violence 
in their community. 

The crowd grew slowly 
as people exited St. 
Thomas Baptist Church 
and marched together 
down Simmons Road, 
holding signs that read 
“peace is best” and singing 
hymns as they walked. 

“I want to have peace in 
our community,” said 11- 
year-old Antifa McDonald, 
who came to the event 
with her family. “I want 
the violence to stop.” 

On Oct. 9, Anifa and her 
Grade 6 classmates at Nel¬ 
son Whynder Elementary 
School were forced to stay 
indoors over lunch after 
shots were fired only a few 
hundred metres from their 


building. 

It was the first in a slew 
of incidents involving gun¬ 
fire in the area. A few days 
later, bullet fragments end¬ 
ed up in a nearby home af¬ 
ter a gunfight broke out on 


the street. Police say sever¬ 
al people inside narrowly 
escaped injury. 

“There are bad things 
wherever you go, but un¬ 
fortunately it’s been hap¬ 
pening here,” said Mau¬ 


reen Smith, a mother of 
four and active volunteer 
in the North Preston area. 
“One of our downfalls is 
lack of education in our 
community for young peo¬ 
ple. Because they don’t 
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have the jobs and the mon¬ 
ey that they need, they 
sometimes resort to other 
things that can get them 
into trouble.” 

Along with Mayor Peter 
Kelly and regional council¬ 
lors, about 20 members of 
the RCMP and the Halifax 
Regional Police force also 
showed up for the event. 

Coun. David Hendsbee 
said he was pleased with 
the turnout, but feels more 
needs to be done to reach 
young people in the com¬ 
munity. “There have to be 
alternative programs for 
them,” he said. “They can’t 
get all their diversion from 
things like video games. 
They need recreation pro¬ 
grams or community or¬ 
ganizations.”

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NDP to address gloomy report 

Panel recommends raising taxes, cutting spending to trim provincial deficit

Premier Darrell Dexter 
and Finance Minister Gra¬ 
ham Steele will be holding 
a joint news conference 
this morning to respond to 
the Economic Advisory 
Panel's gloomy report that 
outlines the next steps to 
address the province's 
financial challenges. 

The report released Fri¬ 
day was put together by a 
panel of economic experts 
and proclaimed Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s finances are in such 
poor shape that Dexter 
should consider cutting 
spending, raising income 
taxes and increasing the 
harmonized sales tax by 
two percentage points. 

Dexter, who became the 
first NDP premier of Nova 
Scotia in June, had prom¬ 
ised during the election 
campaign to balance the 
province’s books next 
spring without raising tax¬ 
es or cutting spending. 

Faced with shrinking 
revenue and a ballooning 


deficit, the NDP has little 
choice but to scrap its key 
commitments and forget 
about eliminating the 
deficit until 2012, the four- 
member panel said. 

“You can’t build a pro¬ 


gressive government on a 
mountain of debt,” said 
panel chairman Donald 
Savoie, an expert in public 
administration at the Uni¬ 
versity of Moncton. 

Dexter told the Cape Bre¬ 


ton Post Friday he would 
be looking for advice from 
Nova Scotians before con¬ 
sidering things like raising 
taxes. 

He also said the budget 
could be balanced next 


year, but it would create 
“severe economic disrup¬ 
tion.” 

“This report has a lot of 
pain in it,” the premier 
said. “The question is can 
we come to a conclusion 
that means that we share 
this broadly so that no 
group is affected unfairly.” 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said the NDP leader 
knew he couldn’t keep his 
promises even before the 
election campaign was 
over. 

“Prior to the election 
campaign, Nova Scotians 
understood the difficulty 
we were facing, and the 
only one who seemed not 
to was the present pre¬ 
mier,” he said. “Today, he’s 
got cover to break ... those 
promises.” 

Savoie said Dexter could¬ 
n’t have known how bad 
the province’s finances 
were because he didn’t 
have access to all of the 
province’s financial data 
when he was Opposition

Operations already down half as flu patients stress resources

Nova Scotia’s largest 
health authority is facing 
the possibility of having to 
cancel all scheduled 
surgeries as it increases 
the number of beds and 
staff dedicated to swine 
flu cases. 

Officials with Capital 
Health said late last week 
they are down to 45 per 
cent of the surgeries they 
would normally perform 
because more people with 
H1N1 are being placed in in¬ 
tensive care units. 

Chris Power, CEO of Capi¬ 
tal Health, said they’re ex¬ 
pecting the number of peo¬ 
ple with swine flu to double 
each week for the next cou¬ 
ple of weeks, placing more 
demand on already stressed 
resources. 

That would add about six 
to 10 people a week to in¬ 
tensive care units, leading 
to the possibility that all 
non life-threatening surger¬ 
ies may be postponed for a 
time. 

“That may come to be,” 
she said. “We’re assessing it 
on a day-to-day basis.” 

The hospital cancelled 37 
surgeries Friday and expects 


that number to grow. That 
included urology, ear, nose 
and throat, orthopedic, neu¬ 
rological and cardiac proce¬ 
dures. 

Capital Health said it has 
created two ICUs for H1N1 
patients and is adding an¬ 
other between the munici¬ 
pality’s two main hospitals. 

There are up to 30 people 
with swine flu in hospital in 
the district, with seven on 


ventilators. Power said they 
have 100 ventilators, along 
with ones in other areas if 
needed. 

Brendan Carr, the author¬ 
ity’s vice-president of medi¬ 
cine, said they’ve never 
seen this level of cancella¬ 
tions before, adding that it 
could last for weeks if the 
virus continues to spread 
and there is a third wave.

Family doctors start 
to receive vaccines 


Doctors in Nova Scotia have 
started getting doses of the 
swine flu vaccine to provide 
to patients in their offices. 

A spokesman with the 
Capital District Health Au¬ 
thority said Friday about 
13,000 doses of the vaccine 
have been allotted to family 
physicians in that district. 

John Gillis said they 
would have to share the 
supply, with each doctor 
getting between 40 to 60 
doses.

Doctors had to meet cer¬ 
tain criteria to get the sup¬ 
ply, including having a pre¬ 
existing seasonal flu vac¬ 
cine program and the abili¬ 
ty to properly store it. 

“Most of the people who 
asked for it have flu pro¬ 
grams anyway,” he said. 

Some physicians had re¬ 
ceived early supplies of the 
vaccine weeks ago, but that 
stopped with a slowdown in 
vaccine production.

Pilot’s health problem 
leads to plane’s return 

Flight to St. John's lands without incident 


A Porter Airlines flight out 
of Halifax was forced to 
turn back Saturday after 
the pilot began losing con¬ 
sciousness and the co-pi¬ 
lot quickly took control of 
the aircraft.

The plane, a Q400 with a 
capacity of 70 passengers, 
left Halifax at 10:30 a.m. 
and the pilot’s problem 
was reported at around 
11:16 a.m. 

“We received a call that 
the pilot was needing assis¬ 
tance, he was losing con¬ 
sciousness,” said airport 
spokeswoman Ashley 
Barnes. “We had ambu-

lances standing by.” 

Barnes said the pilot was 
able to walk off the plane 
and into a waiting ambu¬ 
lance, although there was 
no word on his condition 
or on what caused his 
health problem. 

He was later taken to the 
QEII Health Sciences Cen¬ 
tre in Halifax for assess¬ 
ment. 

Porter Airlines president 
and CEO Robert Deluce 
said the pilot is a 39-year- 
old with 7,000 hours of to¬ 
tal flying time. 

“The first officer who

4,000 hours of total flying 
time so they are both fairly 
experienced guys,” Deluce 
said. 

Deluce, who confirmed 
the pilot did briefly lose 
consciousness on the re¬ 
turn to Halifax, said he 
didn’t know the exact na¬ 
ture of the pilot’s health 
problem. 

“It is an unknown condi¬ 
tion at this point,” he said.

Audit finds 
trouble in 
labs'tracking 

pathogens Government 
labs, including the one han¬ 
dling samples of swine flu, 
struggle to keep track of 
viruses and bacteria, a 
recent audit found. 

The Public Health Agency 
of Canada document warns 
weak controls at federal fa¬ 
cilities could allow harmful 
pathogens to go missing, or 
be used for less-than-scien- 
tific purposes. 

“The tracking systems 
and processes currently in 
use have difficulty account¬ 
ing for pathogens cultivat¬ 
ed in the laboratory 
environment,” the audit 
says. 

The agency’s findings 
came as scientists at 
Winnipeg’s National Micro¬ 
biology Laboratory were 
testing hundreds of 
samples of what now is 
known as the H1N1 flu 
virus. Part of the problem, 
the audit found, is that 
each lab has its own way of 
taking stock of its germs. 

Such was the case earlier 
this year when 22 vials of 
biological material went 
missing from the National 
Microbiology Laboratory. 

A scientist at the lab 
allegedly swiped vials con¬ 
taining safe traces of the 
Ebola gene in January. But 
officials only became aware 
the vials were missing in 
May when U.S. authorities 
arrested the former 
employee at the Manitoba-

Under his command, 
Canadian troops in 
Afghanistan reduced their 
area of operation by more 
than half. With his over¬ 
stretched forces relieved 
this summer by a surge in 
American forces, Vance fo¬ 
cused on six villages with a 
combined population of no 
more than 5,000 people. 

But in those villages, 
Vance claims to have given 
momentum to a mission 
that was fast losing ground 
to insurgents in the field 
and critics at home. 

“I would say we are at a 
turning point in the mis¬ 
sion,” Vance told The Cana¬ 
dian Press in the final days 
of his 10-month tour. 

“We are far more aligned

and able to resource the 
challenges I think in terms 
of direct support to the 
Afghan population, it’s just 


gotten better and better as 
our force-ration has im¬ 
proved.” 

With Canadian troops 
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now concentrated in Kanda¬ 
har city and the districts of 
Dand and Panjwaii, Vance 
ended the practice of chas¬ 
ing insurgents from village 
to village before returning 
to heavily fortified outposts. 

Known by some soldiers 
as “mowing the grass,” It 
proved ineffective at ad¬ 
dressing the root causes of 
the insurgency. 

Vance’s idea was to leave 
soldiers in a series of small 
villages, allowing them to 
provide security and short¬ 
term development projects. 
Locals were paid for basic 
tasks, depriving the Taliban 
of foot soldiers. The hope 
was to attract nearby vil¬ 
lages as well, expanding an 
“inkblot” of stability friend¬ 
ly to Canadians. 

The experiment, referred 
to as “Vance’s baby” by 
some of his soldiers, has 
met with some success in at 
least two of the villages, 
Deh-e-Bagh and Balanday, 
southwest of Kandahar city.

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APEC not backing climate deal 


summit Global climate 
change negotiators are 
bogged down in minutiae 
and need to step back and 
look at the big picture, 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper said yesterday. 

His comments came as 
leaders of the 21-nation 
Asia-Pacific Economic Co¬ 
operation summit — who 
represent almost two thirds 
of global greenhouse gas 
emissions — officially put a 
bullet in any hopes for an 
international breakthrough 
at next month’s UN climate 
conference in Denmark. 

Harper was just one of 
several leaders who 
emerged from a breakfast 
meeting yesterday dedicat¬ 
ed to the climate issue to 
say no deal will be reached 
in Copenhagen. 

The prime minister said 
there was “a pretty strong 
consensus at the meeting 
this morning that countries 
of the world remain a long 
way from a binding, legal 
treaty on climate change.” 

Harper noted that there 
are some 3,000 “bracketed 
pieces of text” in the Copen¬ 
hagen working document 
— diplomatic-speak for ar¬ 
eas that need further nego¬ 
tiation. 

“I don’t think that can be

attributed to any one coun¬ 
try,” he said.

Climate was not expected 
to dominate this summit on 
the 20th anniversary of 
APEC’s founding, but as the 
last major summit before 
the United Nations con¬ 
venes in December the is¬ 
sue infused discussions on 
global economy and trade. 

The chair of the UN cli¬ 
mate conference, Danish 


Prime Minister Lars Loeklce 
Rasmussen, flew to Singa¬ 
pore to salvage what he 
could, pitching APEC lead¬ 
ers on the notion of a “polit¬ 
ically binding” deal that 
could be fleshed out later 
with legal language at an¬ 
other conference next year 
in Mexico. 

Even that watered down 
objective could only muster 
a “fair consensus” among 
APEC leaders, according to

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PTSD over-diagnosed 
in Canada, study says 

Psychiatrist says situation costing millions 


A new study suggests post- 
traumatic stress disorder is 
being over-diagnosed in 
Canada and the western 
world — a potentially cost¬ 
ly situation that could lead 
to skyrocketing disability 
claims. 

It’s a viewpoint that flies 
in the face of popular opin¬ 
ion as more and more sol¬ 
diers returning from Iraq 
and Afghanistan struggle to 
re-integrate. 

Western nations, includ¬ 
ing Canada, have proactive¬ 
ly rejected old stereotypes 
in an effort to improve serv¬ 
ices for those grappling 
with the psychological trau¬ 
ma of war. 

But Memorial University

psychiatrist Dr. Amin 
Muhammad warns Canada 
could face a “huge econom¬ 
ic burden” if mental health 
professionals aren’t more 
cautious about diagnosing 
the condition. 

The study’s principal au¬ 
thor argues PTSD is com¬ 
plex, not fully understood 
by clinicians and therefore 
difficult to disprove once 
the label is given. 

“Many cases of PTSD are 
not the pure cases but just 
acute reactions to stress, de¬ 


pression or anxiety disor¬ 
ders,” he said. 

The Newfoundland-based 
psychiatrist began looking 
into the matter after more 
and more patients — many 
of them Canadian Forces 
veterans — started asking 
him to sign disability claim 
forms. 

His study is based on his 
own experience, those of 
his colleagues and the vast 
amount of literature that 
currently exists about PTSD.

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Apologies for 
child migrants 


Australian Prime Minister 
Kevin Rudd apologized 
yesterday to thousands of 
impoverished British chil¬ 
dren shipped to Australia 
in past centuries with the 
promise of a better life, 
only to suffer abuse and 
neglect thousands of miles 
from home. 

At a ceremony in the capi¬ 
tal of Canberra attended by 
tearful former child mi¬ 
grants, Rudd apologized for 
his country’s role in the mi¬ 
gration and extended con¬ 
dolences to the 7,000 sur¬ 
vivors of the program who 
still live in Australia. 

“We are sorry,” Rudd said. 
“Sorry that as children you 
were taken from your fami¬ 
lies and placed in institu¬ 
tions where so often you 
were abused. Sorry for the 
physical suffering, the emo¬ 
tional starvation and the 
cold absence of love, of ten¬ 
derness, of care. Sorry for 
the tragedy — the absolute 
tragedy — of childhoods 
lost.” 

The apology comes one 
day after the British govern¬ 
ment said Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown would apolo¬ 


gize for child migrant pro¬ 
grams that sent as many as 
150,000 poor British chil¬ 
dren as young as three to 
Australia, Canada and other 
former colonies over three 
and a half centuries. 

The programs, which 
ended 40 years ago, were in¬ 
tended to provide the chil¬ 
dren with a new start — 
and the British Empire with 
a supply of workers. But 
many children ended up in 
institutions where they 
were physically and sexual¬ 
ly abused, or were sent to 
work as farm labourers. 

Authorities believed they 
were acting in the chil¬ 
dren’s best interests, but 
the migration also was in¬ 
tended to stop them from 
being a burden on the 
British state while supply¬ 
ing the receiving countries 
with potential workers. 

A1998 British parliamen- 
taiy inquiiy noted that “a 
further motive was racist: 
the importation of ‘good 
white stock’ was seen as a 
desirable policy objective in 
the developing British 
Colonies.”

U.S., Russia agree to arms reduction

Singapore U.S. President 
Barack Obama said yester¬ 
day the United States and 
Russia would have a re¬ 
placement treaty on reduc¬ 
ing nuclear arms ready for 
approval by year’s end, an 
announcement designed as 
an upbeat ending to a sum¬ 
mit with Asia-Pacific lead¬ 
ers. 

While publicizing 

progress with Russia on 
arms control — part of 
Obama’s agenda to ad¬ 
vance nuclear disarma¬ 
ment — the president and 
other leaders bowed to the 
obvious on climate change. 

They discussed a compro¬ 
mise agreement for a 192- 
nation gathering next 
month in Copenhagen, in¬ 
directly admitting that the 
meeting would not pro¬ 
duce a new global treaty to 
reduce the heat-trapping 
carbon emissions that are 
warming the planet. 

Obama and Russian Pres¬ 
ident Dmitry Medvedev 
met on the sidelines of the 
Asia-Pacific summit of

APEC nations to announce 
good progress in negotia¬ 
tions on an updated pact to 
replace the START nuclear 
arms agreement that ex¬ 
pires on Dec. 5. 

Sitting, gesturing and 
leaning toward his Russian 
counterpart, Obama said 
the pair discussed a succes¬ 
sor to the 1991 Strategic 
Arms Reduction Treaty and 
described “excellent 
progress over the last sev¬ 
eral months.” 

“I’m confident that if we 
work hard and with a sense 
of urgency, we’ll be able to 
get that done,” Obama said, 


adding technical issues re¬ 
main. 

Medvedev said he hoped 
negotiators would “finalize 
the text of the document 
by December.” 

Obama and Medvedev 
agreed in April to reach a 
new nuclear arms reduc¬ 
tion pact to replace and ex¬ 
pand upon the one that 
was signed by former presi¬ 
dent George H.W. Bush and 
Soviet leader Michael Gor¬ 
bachev. 

Obama now continues 
his first visit to Asia with a 
trip to China.

Top Sicilian mafia 
figure arrested 


Italy Police captured one of 
Sicily’s top Mafia fugitives 
yesterday, dealing a stiff 
blow to the island’s Cosa 
Nostra crime syndicate, 
Italian officials said. 

Convicted mobster 
Domenico Raccuglia, who 
has been on the run for 15 
years, now faces several 
life sentences for crimes 
including the murder of a 
rival’s nine-year-old son, 
whose body was then 
thrown into a vat of acid. 

Raccuglia was arrested 
in an apartment in a tiny 
town near Trapani, where 
he is believed to have had 
his power base, police said. 

Italian Interior Minister 
Roberto Maroni described 
Raccuglia as Cosa Nostra’s 
No. 2, and hailed his arrest 


as delivering “one of the 
hardest blows” to the Sicil¬ 
ian Mafia in the last few 
years. 

Palermo Prosecutor An¬ 
tonio Ingroia described 
Raccuglia as a rising star in 
the syndicate. He was list¬ 
ed as one of Italy’s 30 most 
dangerous fugitives. 

“We have captured one 
of the absolute heads of 
Cosa Nostra still in circula¬ 
tion in a moment of (his) 
ascent in the Mafia hierar¬ 
chy,” ANSA quoted Ingroia 
as saying. 

The No. 1 Cosa Nostra 
fugitive on the island is 
considered to be Matteo 
Messina Denaro, who in¬ 
vestigators believe also has 
his power base in western

AFGHANISTAN Hundreds of 
French and Afghan troops yes¬ 
terday pushed into a hostile 
valley where militants launch 
quick attacks, then disappear 
into hillside villages. The mis¬ 
sion: secure the area for a 
planned bypass road around 
the Afghan capital to move 
supplies from neighbouring 
Pakistan. About 700 French 
troops, joined by 100 Afghan 
soldiers, moved into the Tagab 
valley before dawn with more 
than 100 armoured vehicles. 
LONDON British police hunting 
a burglar and rapist suspected 
of attacking more than 100 
elderly women and men over 
the last two decades say they 
have made a significant arrest. 
London's Metropolitan Police 
say they arrested a 52-year-old 
man over the attacks early yes¬ 
terday. He is in custody at a 
London police station. Police 
say that since 1990 the suspect 
allegedly broke into the homes 
of more than 90 women and 
several men aged between 68 
and 93. Some of the victims 
were raped or sexually assault¬ 


ed. The attacks all took place in 
or around south London and 
often were separated by sever¬ 
al years. 

ARIZONA A high school librari¬ 
an in Phoenix says a former 
student at the school returned 
two overdue books checked 
out 51 years ago along with a 
$1,000 US money order to cov¬ 
er the fines. Camelback High 
School librarian Georgette Bor- 
dine says the two Audubon So¬ 
ciety books checked out in 
1959 and the money order 
were sent by someone who 
wanted to remain anonymous. 
Bordine says the letter 
explained that the borrower's 
family moved to another state 
and the books were mistakenly 
packed. The letter said the 
money order was to cover fines 
of two cents per day for each 
book. That would total about 
$ 745 - The letter says the extra 
money was added in case the 
rates had changed. Bordine 
says the money will buy more 
books, and the overdue books 
will be returned to the shelves.

Fingers will be flying 
when space shuttle 
Atlantis blasts off today: 
About 100 of NASA’s 
geekiest fans will be on 
hand, pecking away at 
iPhones, BlackBerrys, lap¬ 
tops and other Twittering 
gadgets. 

They plan to let loose 
with electronic messages — 
provided they aren’t so 
swept away by the after¬ 
noon liftoff that they fall 
uncharacteristically silent 


for a moment or two. 

The tweeps, as they’re 
called, represent 21 U.S. 
states plus the District of 
Columbia, as well as five 
countries. 

“I’ll be uploading stuff as 
it happens,” promised Steve 
Wake, 38, a computer pro¬ 
grammer who flew in from 
Denver. 

For the first time ever, 
NASA last month invited its 
Twitter followers to sign up 
online for the chance to see 


a space shuttle launch up 
close. 

The 100 slots — and 50 
backup positions — filled in 
less than 20 minutes on 
Oct. 16. The two-day gather¬ 
ing got underway yesterday 
at Kennedy Space Center 
with talks by NASA officials, 
including the first Twitter¬ 
ing astronaut, Michael Mas- 
simino, aka Astro-Mike. The 
discussions were streamed 
live on the Internet, and the 
“tweetup” gathering was 


near the top of Twitter's 
trending topics yesterday 
morning. 

Astronauts have been 
tweeting from Earth and or¬ 
bit since spring. While 
NASA already has held a 
few of the tweetups — so- 
called meet ups of people 
who use Twitter — it’s the 
first for Kennedy Space Cen¬ 
ter, a high-security area re¬ 
quiring government clear¬ 
ance.

“I found this curious 
connection between 
marketing and pollu¬ 
tion, and decided to 
bank on it,” adds 
the founder 
Hong 
based 
sories line 
Couture. 

Serrano, 
who grew up 
trained as a weaver and 
sculptor in Madrid, Spain, 
has found a way to reuse 
advertising banners — 
which can take 75 years to 


disintegrate — and turn 
them into unique wallets 
and bags. 

“So many luxurious 
brands use advertising bill¬ 
boards in Hong Kong. It’s 
an in-and-out process; they 
are up for a couple of days, 
maybe even overnight and 
then are dumped across 
in China.” 
Eco Couture uses 
these ad banners to 
te its accessory 
The banners 
generally made 
vinyl, a thick, 
durable and water¬ 
proof material. No other 
material is added to the 
original and waste is mini¬ 
mal, remaining bits and 


Fishermen grumble as 
they toss translucent jelly¬ 
fish back into the bay, gi¬ 
ants weighing up to 200 
kilograms, marine in¬ 
vaders that are putting 
their livelihoods at risk.

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Permit for Canadian mine revoked 


gold Mexico revoked the 
environmental authoriza¬ 
tion Friday for a Canadian- 
owned open-pit gold mine 
that critics say threatens 
one of the most historic 
sites in the north-central 
state of San Luis Potosi. 

The Environment De¬ 
partment said in a state¬ 
ment that it has pulled the 
permit for Minera San 
Xavier, a property of Van¬ 
couver-based New Gold 
Inc., in accordance with a 
court ruling in October. 

The ruling struck down 
the government’s 2006 
conditioned approval of 
the project’s environmen¬ 
tal impact statement, and 
ordered environmental au-

the court decision. 


thorities to reject the state¬ 
ment. 

Opponents welcomed 
the decision. 

They say local water¬ 
sheds were threatened by 
the cyanide used to leech 
gold out of huge mounds 
of crushed rock. 

“This is a battle won, be¬ 
cause the judges have giv¬ 
en the final word,” said 


Ana Maria Alvarado, who 
represents communal land 
owners around the Cerro 
de San Pedro, as the site is 
known. 

The mine has been 
operating for more 
than two years, blasting 
apart mountainsides just 
a few dozen yards 
away from the church and 
main square of the 
16th-century town of San 
Pedro. 

New Gold has said it re¬ 
covers or reuses almost all 
the cyanide used in the 
process, and says it has 
taken measures to protect 
or respect historic struc¬ 
tures in the town centre.

A “revolution” in learn¬ 
ing is what the Laurier 
School of Business and 
Economics is promising 
from its new partnership 
with Research In Motion 
in the latest reach of a 
decades-old drive to put 
the “e” in education. 

Hugh Munro heads Lau- 
rier’s MBA program and 
says bringing BlaclcBerries 
into the classroom will 
take the classroom every¬ 
where. 

“It’s the beginning of a 
journey for us,” he says. 
“(We’re) looking at how 
we can take advantage of 
the enabling capabilities 
of technology and change 
the way we structure and 
deliver curriculum ... We 
can bring the outside into 
the classroom and also 
make the outside an on¬ 
going classroom.” 

Halifax’s Mount Saint 
Vincent University is an¬ 
other post-secondary in¬ 
stitution that has em¬ 


braced the idea of e-learn¬ 
ing, only they’ve been 
mobilizing education for 
almost 30 years now. It 
started with TV shows on 
a local station and added 
the cutting-edge technolo¬ 
gy of video tapes mailed 
to students. Its distance¬ 
learning program is now 
on digital cable and DVDs 
and half of such courses 
are fully online. 

Peggy Watts, head of 
MSVU’s distance learning, 
says by using programs 
like Moodle and Ellumi- 
nate Live, the university 
can create a virtual class¬ 
room that allows students 
to chat with professors, 
give presentations in 
front of the class, watch 
videos and use programs 
like Excel, even if they 
don’t have Excel. 


“Within the White 
Board (of Elluminate), an 
instructor can take con¬ 
trol of a student’s desktop 
and show them some¬ 
thing on their own desk¬ 
top,” she adds. 

Watts says the main 
users of e-learning at 
MSVU are in Nova Scotia, 
but chose the remote ap¬ 
proach to give flexibility 
to their schedules and 
avoid commuting. 

Back at Laurier, students 
and faculty will use their 
smartphones for voice, 
text and email applica¬ 
tions as well as video, 
voice notes and pictures. 
Faculty will push content 
to their students’ smart¬ 
phones and will have ac¬ 
cess to metrics to gauge 
which content is being 
used in the one-year pilot 


involving 100 students. 

Munro is confident the 
“hybrid” model of class¬ 
room and e-learning is the 
way of the future. Busi¬ 
ness has gone mobile and 
education should follow, 


he says. “If our learning 
environment mirrors the 
kind of challenges and op¬ 
portunities they’re going 
to face in the real world, 
then it’s a good thing.”

Country Frittata 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 

3 leeks, sliced into rings 
1/2 butternut squash, 
peeled and cut into small 
cubes 

2 tbsp (25 ml) pine nuts 
8 eggs 

1/2 cup (125 ml) 10% 
cream 

3 tbsp (45 ml) grated 
Parmesan cheese 

2 fresh sage leaves or 
small bunch of fresh 
chives, about 3/4 oz (20 g), 
chopped 

METHOD: 

1. Heat olive oil in heavy 
cast-iron or nonstick 
flying pan (10-12 in./25-30 
cm diameter) that can be 
used safely under broiler 
(wrap wooden handle with 
foil). 

2. Add leeks and squash to 
pan and stir well. Cook 
over medium heat for 10 
minutes or until just soft, 


stirring frequently. Stir in 
pine nuts. 

3. While vegetables are 
cooking, break eggs into 
large bowl. Add cream, 
Parmesan and herbs. Sea¬ 
son and mix thoroughly 
with fork. Stir in cooked 
vegetables, then tip mix¬ 
ture back into pan. 

4. Turn down heat and 
cook gently 4-5 minutes or 
until almost set. Mean¬ 
while, preheat broiler to 
high. 

5. Slide pan under broiler 
and cook frittata 2-3 min¬ 
utes or until puffed and 
golden brown. Eat hot or 
warm, cut into wedges.
